The Effects of the Late Carrie 


Libby Still on the Street-The 


Muslcale Tonight 


The fee bill enacted by the last Leg­ 
islature for the guidance of county 
clerks is giving County Clerk Jordan of 
Alameda county cause of perplexity. 
He has discovered that the clerks 
throughout the State have not been 
acting in unison. He has submitted a 
long list of questions to the District 
Attorney upon which he seeks a written 
opinion from that official. 


He does not know whether the law 
compels him to charge a 25-cent fee 
for attesting affidavits to pension claims 
and registration certificates. 
Since the 
new bill went into operation Jordan 
has not made the charge, but he has 
learned that the Los Angeles and So­ 
lano county clerks are interpreting the 
law in such a way that the fee is charged 
by them. 
The point raised is whether 
the new law conflicts with an act of the 
Legislature, passed in 1887, which ex­ 
pressly exempted pension claims from 
any charge. 
Jordan is likewise desir­ 
ous* of learning whether he will be 
obliged to add a ^s-cent change to the 
$2 fee for issuing marriage licenses. 


Among attorneys who practice in the 
Superior Court of* Alameda county 
there have been raised a number of 
questions bearing upon the bill as af­ 
fecting the cost of handling court doc­ 
uments. A lengthy list of disputed 
items has been prepared and yesterday 
the entire lot were submitted to the 
District Attorney. 


Jordan says He is opposed to making 
a charge in the special instances men­ 
tioned, but he states that the law must 
be determined and he will be obliged 
to depend upon the legal adviser of the 
county for his authority.

Mrs. Libby's sudden death in Berke­ 
ley gave rise to the report that she had 
been poisoned, but an autopsy showed 
that death resulted from hernia. 


There is quite a story in connection 
with this eviction. 
The house was 
built eight years ago by Mrs. Libby on 
the ground owned by L. W. Moultrie, 
who in consequence brought suit for 
possession against C. A. Small et. al. 
—A^rs, Libby being the "et al"— 
and judgment was entered in favor 
of the plaintiff by default. 


The plaintiff was averse to ejecting 
a widow and allowed her to remain for 
quite a time. 
She had never paid the 
workmen, and the house was covered 
with mechanics' liens. Moultrie com­ 
promised with the workmen finally, and 
ordered Mrs. Libby out, and, on her 
refusal, was compelled to call on the 
Sheriff to evict her. 
Quite a lively 
scene ensued. 
The furniture was 
placed on the sidewalk, where it still 
remains, as no one seemed willing to 
cart it away, and the Sheriff refused to 
have anything to do with it.

Door bells were rung and a lively 
tick tack, too, was played upon the 
windows of residences whose inmates, 
after looking out and seeing nothing, 
but still hearing the tick tack, believed 
that the spirits had certainly taken up 
their abode in the house.

Barnes Closes the Case. 


San Francisco, Nov. 1.—There was 
an unusually large crowd present in 
Judge Murphy's Courtroom to listen 
to the third days argument of District 
Attorney Barnes. 
He began with the 
consideration of the alibi in this partic­ 
ular instance. 
He defined what the 
word alibi meant and cited several au 
thorfties on the question and referred 
to several interesting cases. 
After re 
ceiving the claims of the defense and the 
failure of Dr. Cheney to support their 
stories, he declared that false in one 
false in all. In this case he claimed 
the allegations of the defense were fab­ 
rications and lies. 
He then read from 
the notes the testimony of Durrant 
to show the discrepancies in the de 
fendant's evidence, and in which he 
pointed out what he termed plain 
falsehoods. 
He asked the jury to 
study the roll call carefully, and not 
where the eraser had been used, an< 
to consider the evidence of student 
Graiser, who had been marked absent, 
but who was present. 
He said that 
the roll call had been proved to be 
wrong and it could not be considered. 
He said that Durrant testified that he 
went to thfe church on April 3d, and 
that nobody saw him. 


We have proved that he went to the 
church and that a number of people 
saw him. 
No man can go along a 
road where he is well known without 
somebody seeing and recognizing him. 
Mr. Barnes then proceeded to illus­ 
trate by a number of paper boxes of 
various sizes the amount of gas inhaled 
by Durrant while he was fixing the 
sun burners as he claimed. 
It was 
right to assume that the pallor and dis- 
reveled hair was not caused by inhal­ 
ing gas. He referred to the defend­ 
ant's note book, which he said was not 
a note book but a bit of paper tied to­ 
gether with a string, and he showed 
how easy it was to take pages out and 
to insert others. 
He also spoke of the 
suspicious circumstances in reference 
to the copying of student Glasser's 
notes; He closed his remarks with 
the following impassioned peoration; 


The entire claim and substance of 
the case brings the most candid and 
honest mind to the conclusion that the 
defendant was the slayer of Blanche 
Lamont, and the structure which has 
been builded was consistent with his 
guilt and inconsistent with his inno­ 
cence, and it is not before you to finish. 
Will you crown it with a-sublime form 
of justice, which in her garb of 
law with her forehead bound wjth lam- 
bient purity of truth's white diadem, 
and in her hand the flaming sword 
which punishes the doers of unuttera­ 
ble sin, or will you leave it to the 
usurpation of incarnate hell,-a grinning 
and deriding fiend working at th$ par­ 
alysis of human intelligence, and hug 
ging to his devil's breast the crime of 
murder, perpetrated in a church of 
God, saturated with unspeakable and 
measureless depravity. Gentlemen of 
the jury, so far as the people of the 
State of California are concerned in 
the exposition of this roost tragic story, 
the case is with you.
